BANKRUPTCY SUI 
FLED AGAINST 
HUGH THOMASSON 


Involuntary P e tition in 
Favor of Three Creditors 
Charges Transfer of Prop- 
erty to Delay Payment. 


Another suit was added to the 
long list of court actions involving 
Hugh W. Thomasson, 73-year-old 
capitalist, when an involuntary pe- 
tition in bankruptcy against him 
was filed in Federal Court yester- 
day. . 

The petition lists Roy H. Keeling 
of Chicago, and Milton Lowenstein 
and Andrew Watson of St. Louis, 
as creditors, and asks that a re- 


ceiver be appointed by the court to 
take charge of Thomasson’'s assets 
and administer his affairs. 

Keeling, according to the peti- 
tion, is the holder of a note,. 
signed by Thomasson, for $3495, of 
which the unpaid balance, now 
past due, is $1246.42. Lowenstein 
also is listed ag holder of a nots 
for $4027 ‘for services,” and Wat- 
son claims $48 is due him for 
services. It is further alleged that 
Thomasson is insolvent and has 
committed several acts of bank- 
ruptcy in the last four months by 
transferring parcels of real estate 
to other persons “without consider- 
ation and with intent to hinder, de- 
lay or defraud his creditors.” 


Transferred 7roperty. 

These acts are stated to ‘have 
taken place on Jan. 26 last, when 
Thomasson conveyed one parcel of 
real estate in St. Louis to John 
Zesch, and another to Zesch and J. 
C. Thomasson, and on Feb. 25 
when he transferred his Moorlands 
home, 56 Broadview, to Zesch, who 
subsequently transferred it to the 
elderly capitalist’s young wife. 

As other circumstances justifying 
bankruptey action, the petition 
cites the fact that temporary 
receiver for all of Thomasson’s 
property was appointed by the Cir- 
cuit Court at Clayton on Jan. 25; 
that alkof his property is involved 
in a multiplicity of suits with the 
effect of hindering his creditors, 
and that Thomasson himself has 
refused to disclose his whereabouts. 

The Circuit Court at Clayton also 
had one of its frequently recurring 
Thomasson tilts yesterday when 
arguments were heard on a motion 
seeking immediate payment of 
$500 and an allowance of $150 a 
week for Thomasson from the in- 
come of his real estate holdings. 
Judge McElhinney took the case 
under advisement. 

Thomasson was respresented by 
two attorneys who created a novel 
situation by taking antagonistic 
stands on the motion in behalf of 
their client... Robert B. Denny, 
Clayton lawyer who filed the mo- 
tion Friday, argued that the re- 
ceivership suit had tied up all in- 
come from the Thomasson prop- 
erties and that his client was in 
dire need .of funds and ought to 
have an allowance. 

Thomasson’'s other attorney, 
Stephen C. Rogers, opposed the al- 
lowance, however, declaring that 
while he had no wish to see his 
client suffer, he thought Thomas- 
son ought to be permitted to come 
into court and make the request 
for an allowance himself. 

“If he were allowed to do this,” 
Rogers” said, “all this litigation 
could be cleared up in 30 minutes.” 

Dismissed as Counsel. 

Before the hearing ended, Denny 
placed Rogers on the witness stand 
and drew from him admission that 
he saw Thomasson Jast on Jan. 21 
and five days later received a letter 
from his client dismissing him as 
counsel. Rogers said he _  disre- 
garded the letter because he be- 
lieved it had been written under 
coercion, and filed the receivership 
suit for Thomasson on Feb. 4 with- 
out further communication with 
him. Denny argued that this in- 
dicated the receivership suit had 
been filed without Thomasson’s 
consent and that he was thus not 
responsible for the fact that his 
income is now tied up. 

Wilfred Jones, attorney repre- 
senting Mrs. Thomasson at the 
hearing, took little part in the 
argument except to ask Rogers 
whether he had had a part in the 
preparation of a bankruptcy peti- 
tion designed to take the receiver- 
ship case out of the Circuit Court’s 
jurisdiction. Rogers’ objection to 
the question was sustained. As to 
the motion for an allowance, Jones 
said Mrs. Thomasson would not

SAN FRANCISCO, May 23. 
While Wisconsin officers prepared 
to come here to seek his extradi- 
tion, a man Known here as Frank 
J. Moran, agent of a local welfare 
organization, was positively identi- 
fied today by a boyhood friend 
as the George W. E. Perry, biga- 
mist, wanted for the murder of Co- 
pra Belle Hackett at Lac du Flam- 
beau, Wis., last July 6. 

The identification was made by 
Harry D. Mauger, Los Angeles in- 
surance man, and verified by Henry 
Mauger, his father, a retired Mil- 
waukee detective, living in Holly- 
wood.

the saving in annual 
and refunding of the debt amount- 
ed to $448,000,000. 

“In the future we must look 
rnostly to two sources of debt re- 
tirement: The sinking fund and 
foreign debt repasments. In view 
of the interest which discussion of 
this subject has aroused, it is well 
to bear in mind the provisions of 
law governing the payment of the 
public debt. 

“In the war loan acts authorizing 
advances to foreign governments, 
it was provided’ that repasments 
of principal made by foreign gov- 
ernments on account of such.loans 
should be applied to reduction of 
our debt. 

“In the funding agreements sub- 
sequently entered into it was stip- 
ulated that foreign governments 
may, if they so desire, pay both 
principal and interest on their debt 
in certain interest-bearing obliga- 
tions of the United States; and 
such obligations as have been dec- 
livered to this. Government have 
been immediately retired and our 
public debt reduced by correspond- 
ing amounts. Interest paid by for- 
eign governments in cash, as has 
been done during the past year, 
automatically become available for 
current expenditures. 

~$239,565,000 Paid. 

“During the fiscal year 1930 the 
‘Treasury received from all foreign 
governments the sum of $239,565,- 
000, on account of principal and 
fnterest. Of this amount the sum 
of $160,185,000 was paid by Great 

sritain: $57,251,000 by France, 
$5,000,000 by Italy, and the re- 
mainder of $17,129,000 was paid by 
Lelgium, Poland, Rumania _ and 
nine other debtor nations. 

“The other basic provision for 
retirement of the debt is the sink- 
ing fund, established on July 1, 
'y20. That fund consists of a per- 
rnanent appropriation of amounts 
fixed by law and made annually 
trom the general revenues for the 
purpose of debt reduction. For 
the current fiscal year ending June 
o) next the expenditures for this 
purpose will amount to $391,660,- 

“The deficit for the current year 
will be such that for this year 
there will be no net reduction in 
he debt. There will, on the con- 
irary, be an increase. But in bad 
times, as in good, like the man who 
tightens his belt and keeps up pay- 
rents on the mortgage, we shall 
continue to make the payments 
provided by the sinking fund, as 
authorized by law. 

‘By not deviating from that pro- 
gram, we have already lightened 
tha 
ing the annwal interest charges by 
nearly half a billion dollars. the 

fect of which is now felt at a 
lime when such saving is most 
welcome, 

“It is not to be expected, of 
course, that reductions can be made 
in the future at such a rapid rate 
as in recent years, whei surplus 
revenues have been available to he 
applied on the debt in addition to 
the regular payments from the 
‘inking fund. 

“The amounts to be provided 
from the sinking fund are not so 
sarge as to be unduly burdensom:: 
and by adhering Strictly to the 
Sinking fund program, we _§ shall 
maintain the principle of orderly 
debt retirement and will in time 
eliminate the great drain which the 
debt now makes on the revenues, 

Taxes Also Reduced. 

“Along with debt retirement, the 
‘rovernment has pursued a steady 
program of tax reduction during 
periods Of. prosperity so that to- 
day. when adversity has come up- 
on us, the burden of Federal taxes 

en reduced to a minimum. 

“In a 10-year period there have 
neen four continuing reductions tn 
Taxes and one temporary reduction 
for the 1929 returns. 

“An elaborate war-time system, 
with heavy taxes on many com- 
modities and activities, has heen 
“radually converted to a peace-time 
basis, with the result that we have 
nt the present time an internal rev- 
*nue system of few and relatively 
light taxes, 

Lower rates have been substituted 
for excessive ones and, true to 
found tax principles, have proved 
riore productive in revenue than 
were the higher rates. By raising 
exemptions and credits and allow- 
ing credit for earned income, the 
smnall taxpayer has heen almost en- 
tirely relieved of the burden. of 
lederal taxes, 

“Both normal rates and surtaxes 
have been reduced: the war and 
excess profits tax on corporations 


has been removed; the estate tax 
has been lowered and excise taxes 
on the sale prices of many articles 


have been eliminated.

“Customs duties are fairly stable 
and, in spite of all we hear to the 
contrary, may be relied on to pro- 
duce an even flow of revenue €X- 
cept in the most abnormal years. 
Taxes on tobacco also are a very 
dependable and important source 
of Government revenue. 

“The individual income tax, how- 
ever, has become 50 restricted in 
its application that it has become 
a class rather than a general tax, 
with its incidence limited to a com- 
paratively small number of tax- 
payers. Out of a total population 
of 120,000,000 there are only 2,- 
500,000 individual and about 250,< 
000 corporations who pay an in- 
come tax. 

“Myurthermore, some 380,000 in- 
dividuals pay about 97 per cent of 
the total amount received from in- 
dividual income taxes. Yet we 
depend on this limited number of 
taxpayers for so large a part of the 
revenue needed for the support 
of the Government. 


Severe Shrinkage. 

“In times like the present, when 
incomes have fallen off, such a 
system inevitably results in a se- 
vere shrinkage in the Government's 
revenues; and this fluctuation in 
the revenues is further increased 
by our treatment of capital gains 
and losses, which tend to increase 
abnormally current income in times 
of rising prices and business -ex- 
pansion and to depress it in period 
of falling prices and business con- 
traction. 

“The surpluses which have arisen 
in the past and the deficit which 
s» face today are due in large 
measure to the fact that we rely 
for two-thirds of our tax revenue 
on the income tax, which is sub- 
ject to sweeping variations and de- 
pends on a variety of circumstances 
but principally on the upward and 
downward swings of business. 
“The Treasury has for some 
time been aware of the defects in 
our tax structure; and while, in my 
opinion, we could not possibly have 
anticipated the extent to which 
revenues have fallen off, the Treas- 
ury has not failed to call to the 
atténtion of Congress and the coun- 
try the advisability of providing 
safeguards against the very condi- 
tions which have overtaken us. 
“Three years ago when Congress 
was being urged by organizations 
of business men and other individ- 
uals to a greater reduction of taxes 
than seemed warranted, the Treas- 
ury pointed out the danger of 
eliminating certain excise taxes and 
becoming dependent for so large 
/@ part of our revenues On a com- 
| Paratively small number of tax- 
| Payers. In this connection the 
'Treasury said: 

“‘In prosperous years this rey- 
‘enue from income tax is stable 
|enough, and in an era of mount- 
,|ing prosperity we may expect an 
increase in the taxable income of 
this limited number of taxpayers 
who form the base of the Fed- 
eral tax structure, but if the sit- 
uation should be reversed and 
prosperity should begin to recede, 
it might result in such a shrinkage 
in incomes that the Government's 
revenue would be _ seriously af- 
fected. Obviously, we should re- 
tain some other taxes which can 
be relied on in times when a slow- 
ing up of prosperity may cause a 
falling off in incomes and a con- 
Sequent drop in taxes from this 
source.’ 

Views Pertinent Now. 

“T have referred to these views 

at this time, first becnuse they 


ful scrutiny; and, second, because 
I do not wish the country to think 
| that the Treasury views with com- 
|placence the present situation in 
which we find ourselves, either as 
regards the lack of balance in our 
tax structure or the inadequate 
amount of revenue which it pro- 
duces under adverse conditions. 

“Any Government deficit is a 
matter of grave concern. The 
present deficit may be met, as it 
is being met, through borrowing, 
but such a course is only a tem- 
porary expedient. The handling of 
the problem of Government rev- 
enues for the future might depend 
upon judgment at the proper time, 
in the light of all possible informa- 
tion which can be developed, as to 
how long the adverse conditions 
which brought about the deficit 
will continue. 

“The strong credit position of 
our Government makes it possible 
“to take care of a _ temporary 
decrease in-the revenues. But the 
continuing policy addressed to con- 
ditions as they may be expected to 
prevail over a considerable period 
of time, can only be the mainte- 


closing each fiscal year with a 
blanched budget.

“Wyurthermore, by building now, 
when ¢ontracts can be made on a 
basis’ materially lower than a few 
years ago, the Government. will 
save money in erecting needed and 
permanent improvements. 

“It must be bofne ‘in mind that 
the building program is not in any 
sense an unnecessary or extrava- 
gant use of the public funds merely 
for the. purpose of meeting such an 
emergency situation. On the con- 
trary, the buiJdings contemplated 
or now being erected in Washing- 
ton abd throughout the country 
are needed to house the Govern- 
ment’s varied activities and will 
make it possible to avoid the pay- 
ment:of expensive rentals, as at 
present, for buildings which are 
frequently unsuited to the Govern- 
ment’s needs. 


“In accordance with the pro- 


} gram carefully worked out by Con- 


gress, $135,245,000 will be expend- 
ed during the coming fiscal year. 
One hundred and forty-seven proj- 
ects ‘are under contract through- 
out the country; and in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia the long delayed 
plans for the city of Washington 
are gradually taking form, 

“During the present ealendar 
year the new. building for the De- 
partment of Commerce in Wash- 
ington will be completed and oc- 
cupied and wor!: will be started on 
the Postoffice Department, the La- 
bor Department, the Department of 
Justice and-the Archives Building. 

“All will form part of that great 
composition of buildings whieh will 
be erected on Pennsylvania avenue 
and will help to transform that 
thoroughfare into a street of dig- 
nity and heauty. 

Supreme Court Building. 

“In addition, a building for the 
Supreme Court on Capitol will 
soon be under way; one will be 
started for the public health serv- 
ice, and the great memorial bridge 
across the Potomac River, leading 
from the Lincoln Memorial to Ar- 
lington and symbolizing the union 
of the North and the South, will 
be completed in time for the cele- 
bration next February of the two 
hundredth anniversary of the birth 
of George Washngton, 

“That, it seems to me, is as it 
should be. In carrying forward the 
development of Washington, we are 
doing something of permanent 
value for the country. Business 
depressions may come and g0 as 
the present one will be forgotten as 
time goes. 

“But the City of Washington will 
remain, so let us go ahead with 
the building of it and, in so doing, 
follow the example President Lin- 
coln set when he. insisted @n car- 
rying on. the work of the Capitol 
even during th darkest days of the’ 
Civil War. 

“That work, he felt, was 4 sym- 
bol that the nation must go for- 
ward; and it was a symbol] also 
of his unconquerable faith which 
played so large a part in the out- 
come of the struggle in which the 
nation was then involved. 

“We, at this moment, 
gaged in another struggle, this 
time against economic forces. The 
trial is a severe one but there can 
be no doubt about the outcome.

President Helps Dedicate 
$600,000 Corneli Mem- 
orial in Radio Speech 
From Rapidan Camp. 


the Associated Press. 

ORANGE, Va., May 23.—Preai- 
"dent Hoover from his cabin at the 
Rapidan camp today broadcast by 
radio an eulogy of American war 
dead as part of the dedication of 
the Cornell University War Memo-. 
rial. 

In erecting such memorials, he 
said, “the country does not seek to 
glorify war or perpetuate hatreds, 
but seeks instead to commemorate 
the courage, devotion and sacrifice 
of those who gave their lives for 
their fellows and their country, 

“We do not condemn ‘eur own 
action or belittle the high motives 
and ideals which based our efforts 
when we acknowledge that the war 
was a catastrophe.’”’ 

Hiis speech follows: 

Cornell’s Share in the. War. 

“Fourteen years ago this morn- 
ing a group of American boys 
carried an American flag into the 
fighting on the Aisne front, and 
thereby made a splendid gesture 
symbolical of the might of the 
New World mustering for the de- 
cisive issue. 

“This unit was composed of un- 
dergraduatesg of Cornell University 
and was under the leadership of 
Capt. Edward Tinkham, a Cornell 
student in the class of 1916. It was 
the vanguard of a mighty army of 
American youth that flowed across 
the Atlantic in the months that 
followed.

HE railroads, which form the 

T sreatest ‘industry in the United 

States except agriculture, are 

facing a crisis, the outcome of 

which will directly affect more 

than a million and a half em- 

ployes and indirectly affect the 
welfare of the entire nation.. 

The magnitude of the problem 
may be grasped from the fact that 
the railroads of the country, in 
1929, had outstanding $7,852,768,- 
522 in common stock and $2,064,- 
976,159 in preferred stock, a total 
issue of almost 10 billion dollars. 
For the same year the funded debt 
was just over 14 billion dollars. 

In that year of 1929 the railroads 
declared dividends amounting to 
$560,901,941. The interest on the 
funded debt was $580,769,530. To- 
gether, the railroads supplied an 


the owners of stocks and bonds. 

The scope of the depreciation 
that has taken place in the opéfn 
market value of commen stocks ¢ 
the country’s leading railroads fs 
set forth vividly in a tabulation 
compiled by one house showing 
what the declines from the 1929 
peaks to the current lows has 
amounted to in carrier shares. The 
value of New Ydek Central stock, 
for instance, now has a market 
value approximately $867,364,000 
below what it was at the peak of 
the bull market when the stock 
sold at 256%. 

The common capitalization of 
the Pennsylvania is worth about

low prices than it was at the 1929

forestry. 


Workers for Higher Rates. 


Take, for instance, the drop in 
employment. In the middle. of 
February, 1930, the Class 1 railroads

industries can be realized. 

The railroads’ predicament ac- 
counts for the recent proposal of 
the railroad labor organizations 
that there should be an immediate 
increase of freight rates of 10 to 
15 per cent.

Though ‘statistics have not been 
compiled to fit last year into the 
above table, the latest figures 
show that freight traffic decreased

traffic to that of 1906. -The total 
operating revenues were lower than 
any previous year since 1919.

“Railroad employes will not sub- 
mit to further reductions in their 
rates of pay. It is clear that rail- 
road revenues must be increased, 
or additional men must be thrown 
out of work.

“While the great majority of the 
carriers are still able to meet all 
fixed.charges, some are undoubted- 
ly approaching the danger line.

235.9 per cent. The number of 
busses had increased from approx- 
imately 10,000 in 1920 to approxi- 
mately 92,500 in 1929, or 825 per 
cent. 

Hurt by Water Carriers. : 

Intercoastal traffic handled 
through the Panama Canal, said 
Thom, had increased from 1,372,- 
388 tons in 1921 to 10,119,028 tons 
in 1929, or 637.3 per cent. Inland 
waterways traffic, excluding the 
Great Lakes, had increased from 
83,150,182 tong in 1920 to 160,927,- 
905 tons in 1928, or 93.5 per cent, 

These competitors, railway exec- 
utives contend, are subsidized by 
the Federal Government. The 
highways, they say, were built 
partly with Federal funds. The 
Federal Government built the Pan- 
ama Canal. The Federal Govern- 
ment is spending millions on 
coastal and lake harbors and other 
millions on improving inland water- 
ways, besides underwriting the In- 
land Waterways Corporation, which 
operates barges on the Mississippi 
and Warrior Rivers. 

Thom suggested four remedies to 
the shippers. They were: (1) 
That the present lack of adequate 
regulation of motor bus and truck 
operation should be remedied by 
appropriate legislation, with no 
discriminations against railroads 
operating in the same field: (2) 
that the railroads be allowed to 
engage in coastwise shipping: (3) 
that the Federal Government dis- 
continue competing with the rail- 
roads or any other form of trans- 
portation either directly or by sub- 
sidy, and (4) that pipeline com- 
mon carriers be subjected to the 
same restrictions, in respect to the 
transportation of commodities in 
which they are interested, directly 
or indirectly, as the railroads now 
are. 

These suggestions are the legis- 
lative platform of the railroads. For 
many years the railroads have not 
“demanded” as they did in the pre- 
war days. With railroad securities 
far below normal quotations, the 
savings banks and insurance com- 
panies undoubtedly will lend their 
support to the four-plank  plat- 
form. 

Congress May Give Help. 

It will be noted that Thom sug- 
gested nothing about railroad con- 
solidations. As a matter of fact, 
while virtually all executives are 
for consolidations, they warn that 
economies from such groupings can 
easily be over-emphasized. Nor do 
they discount the fact that Senafor 
James Couzens of Michigan is 
chairman of the powerful Senate 
Committee on Interstate Commerce 
and will have something to say 
about proposed consolidations not 
meeting his approval. 

Spokesmen for the railway ex- 
ecutives admitted to the writer that 
they did not expect to get all their 
“suggestions” through the next 
Congress. The legislation most 
likely to pass is that for regulating 
busses and trucks. There is less 
likelihood that the railroads will be 
granted the right to own coastwise 
and lake vessels, and hardly any

A well-informed student of the 
railroad problem, whose official po- 
sition prohibits quotations of his 
observations, believes that the rail- 
roads may have to revolutionize 
their operating methods to meet 
changing conditions, especially if 
the depression continues for several 
years. Some'steps have already 
been taken in this direction, such 
as the installation of portable 
freight containers that can be 
transferred from flat cars to trucks.

Some Hauls Lost Forever. 


The industrial life of the United 
States, this student points out, has 
changed since the war. Manufac- 
turing has become more widely dis- 
tributed. This means shorter hauls 
for the railroads. More efficient 
use is being made of coal, both by 
the railroads and other industries, 
particularly the public utilities. 


ucts are being more widely used as 
fuel. These developments have re- 
duced some of the railroads’ most 
profitable operations. The Pan- 
ama Cana] has cut heavily into the 
railroads’ transcontinental traffic 
and further accelerated the distri- 
bution of manufacturing by causing 
owners to locate near the sea or 
gulf ports. Steel mills in Pennsy!l- 
vania and Ohio operate their own 
river barge fleeta. Individual com- 
panies have established their own 
fleets of trucks to operate within 
a radius of 5600 miles. Such fleets 
are not common carriers, and ap- 
parently are beyond the reach of 
Federal legislation. Privately- 
owned automobiles have cut down, 
passenger traffic on short railroad 
lines almost as much as on tip 
electric interurban lines. 

The railroads today claim to ‘be 
giving better service than at any 
other time in their history. MNgatu- 
rally, there is no car shortagg, and 
shippers are making quicker <deliv- 
eries than was thought pwossible 
several years back. Some lines, 
like the Baltimore & Ohjo, have 
vastly improved the service given 
on passenger trains, and there isa 
marked change in the attitude of 
the railroads toward the. public anda 
their own employes. 

The question arisesg Are these 
changes and “suggestJon#” enough 
to enable the railrcmds to retain 
their dominant position in indus- 
try? The answer fepends on the 
length and the severity of the pres- 
ent depression.

Kisp Road Open for Evolution, 


British Premier Urges in 
Empire Day Speech. 


By the Associated Press. 
LOSSIEMOUTH, Scotland, May 


23.—-Pointing a warning finger 
back through history to the Amer- 
ican Revolution, Prime Minister 
Ramsay MacDonald, in an Empire 
day address broadcast tonight, 
charted the course he believes must 
be followed if the British Empire 
ls to retain its greatness. 

The present economic conditions, 
he said, presented the problem of 
how to maintain an open road for 
evolution, and so prevent the con- 
trol of revolution. The “madness” 
of revolution, he added, “is not 
without its attraction to people 
just awakened to self-respect.” 

The result of revolutionary con- 
trol, he asserted, was bound to be 
deplorable. . 

“Making the pursuit of the bet- 
ter way attractive,” he said, “‘is 
one of the greatest tasks imposed 
upon us by present conditions.” 

Refers to American Revolution. 

Praying for the dawn of day 
when all nations would meet at 
Geneva, not thinking how to pre- 
vent war, but taking it for granted 
that war is out-of-date, he made 
his reference to the American Rev- 
olution: ‘Let us never forget,” he 
said, “how and why we lost the 
North American colonies.” 

Turning to the Indian question, 
he asked how a transition might 
best be made from the “relation- 
ship of tutelage to a relationship 
of free membership in the same 
human family.” 

“We must remember,” he sald, 
“whenever these questions are pat 
to us, either in written form as in 
India, or in earlier phases as 
everywhere else we are responsible 
for the affairs of other races, 
that the clock can never go back- 
ward or even stand still. 

The Road to’ Expansion. 

“Expansion in empire must be 
more and more an expansion of 
constitutional liberties, finding new 
forms and methods of expression. 
The greatness of our empire and 
its success must depend more and 
more upon its forms and the po- 
litical life of its various parts. 

“It must permit and help all its 
component parts to gr@w to full 
Stature, passing from the nursery 
and the school to the open road of 
adult life. It must mete out jus- 
tice between man and man, and 
between community and commu- 
nity, inspiring confidence and evok- 
ing no lasting resentment. 

“Thus, and thus only, can we 
fulfill our function in the world 
and make out future history as 
splendid as our past has been.”

Auditortum Ceremony.

SACRAMENTO, May 23.—Mme. 


Ernestine Schumann-Heink, world 
famed singer, has rebuked war 
mothers here because of their pro- 
tests against foreign-bleoded chil- 
dren at a recital marking dedica- 
tion of a memoria) auditorium. - 
City Manager James Dean told 
Mme. Schumann-Heink some of the 
mothers had ebjected to the sched- 
uled appearance last night of Chi- 
nese, Japanese, Negro, Portuguese 
and Italian chijdren on the stage. 
The women thought such a “melting 
pot” aggregation was not repre- 
sentative of the American race. 
Last night the singer turned her 
back upon her adult audience and, 
facing the bank of well-scrubbed 
black, yellow and white faces, 
crooned a lullaby especially for 
them. Then the children sang the 
“Star Spangled Banner” with her. 
When Schumann-Heink finished 
her singing and after the applause 
died down she stépped to the foot- 
lights and said: “Asa war mother 
I know what it means to suffer.

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PERSIAN ART RELICS 
SHOWN AT MUSEU 


Five Rare Pottery Bowls and 
Seven Miniatures Lent by 
New York Firm. 


Five rare Persian pottery bowls 
and seven early Persian miniatures, 
representing some of the best work 
of the tenth to seventeenth cen- 


turies, have been placed on display 
in the Persian room, in gallery 10, 
of the Art Museum in Forest Park. 
The collection is lent the Museum 
by the Parrish-Watson Co. of New 
York, 

Threv of the pottery bowls, with 
underglaze decoration of conven- 
tlonalized animals and men, date 
from the tenth century. Another, 
showing two hunters on horseback, 
in blue, green and black, came 
from the ruins of Rhages, a Per- 
sian city destroyed by the Mon- 
gols in 1221 A. D. 

Subjects from legendary Persian 
history are employed in four of 
the miniatures, which are the work 
of an artist of the Timurid school 
of the fourteenth century and were 
Originally illustrations in an  jil- 
luminated manuscript by Rachid 
ad-Din, Persian historian. A deli- 
cate miniature of a group of horse- 
men is of the sixteenth century 
school of Bihzad, who is said to 
have painted lines so fine that a 
brush of a single hair was used, 

Another of the miniatures is by 
Mirak, a celebrated sixteenth cen- 
tury painter. A portrait of Mirza 
Riza Abbasi, himself a painter, is 
by Mu'in Musavvir, a seventeenth 
century artist. It came from an 
album of pictures owned by the 
Shah of Persia, 

Of local interest in a display of 
65 drawings by children who have 
attended the Saturday afternoon 
story hours at the galleries. The 
drawings are made with soft crayon 
on gray paper and have been pro- 
duced in an attempt to teach chil- 
dren to observe and record signifi- 
cant charasteristics of art objects.

WASHINGTON, May 23.—In a 


report to the State Department the 
tariff commission forecasts’ that 
imports in excess of $500,000,000 
annually probably will be affected 
by the provision in the Smoot- 
Hawley tariff act excluding goods 
produced by forced and indentured 
labor. The provision becomes ef- 
fective Jan. 1, 1932. 

The report was submitted to the 
department by the old tariff com- 
mission in response to a request 
made when the tariff bill was be- 
fore Congress. The forced and 
indentured labor provision extend- 
ed the old tariff act which also 
barred goods made with convict 
labor. The report gave figures on 
imports into the United States 
“from nearly two score countries 
|where it appears that convict la-

used.”

National Director to Have 
Charge of Irondale Pro- 
gram This Week. 


Gunnar H. Berg of New York 
City, director of the National De- 
partment of Volunteer Training, 
Boy Scouts of America, will be in

Completion of this program, which 
consists of meeting rigid require- 
ments throughout a five-year pe- 
riod, carries with it the award of 
a gold Scoutmasters’ key. Berg 
also assisted Dr. H. W. Hurt, ed- 
itor of the Boy Scout Handbook, 
in formulating the Cub leadership 
training program. 

The Scout Leaders’ Comp, which 
is open to any scoutmaster, assist- 
ant scoutmaster, troop committee- 
man or deputy commissioner, is 
devoted largely to leadership train- 
ing, with particular emphasis on 
the outdoor phases. The same is 
true of the Cub Leaders’ Camp, 
which is open to all cubmasters 
und assistant cubmasters. In both, 
however, the program is conduct- 
ed by means of contests, both 
among patrols and amoung the dis- 
tricts represented. 

AN) leaders attending the spring 
training course in the elements of 
scout leadership are scheduled to 
be present at the camp, which will 
be considered the twelfth and final 
meeting of the course. Require- 
ments for this course specify that 
a member must attend at least one 
approved overnight hike before a 
certificate may be awarded. The 
camp will also count for this hike 
for men who attended previous 
training courses but were unable 
to attend their hikes. Several 
specialization courses will be giv- 
en at the camp.

Some of the scenic highlights are 
listed in the following summary:

If cities have not palled, there is 
Baltimore, with beautiful parks and 
famous sea food. Washington 
should not be skipped under any 
circumstances. It is unique among 
cities in this country, combining an 
air of extreme cosmopolitanism with 
a, sedate aristocracy. Then, through 
the Shenandoah Valley of Virginia, 
with its caves of a beauty that 
must be seen to be appreciated. 

The Carolinas will change many 
preconceived ideas of the South. 
Beautiful country running from the 
sea coast of South Carolina through 
“low lands” and up over mountain 
ranges to the “Land of the Sky” 
and Asheville. Both states abound 
in scenery, much of which is of an 
historic nature. Chimney * Rock, 
Guilford battleground near Greens- 
boro, the sand dunes and the Great 
Smoky Mountains and national 
park. 

Over the Great Smokies into 
Tennessee there are smal] rural 
communities typical of the South

Deisel car, does not expect to win 
the race for the car’s speed is hard- 
ly gfeat enough for that. It did 
only 101 m. p. h. on Daytona 
Beach. He does expect, however, 
to average 90 miles per hour or 
more and set a record for low cost 
of racing. The car will carry 47 
gallons of oil, and should complete 
the 600 miles without having to 
stop to refuel. 

The engine is a four cylinder.

waistline. In the old circus days, he 
was more than seven feet—seven feet 
seven inches, the show posters said— 
but those, he tells you, with a twin- 
kle. were ‘‘circus figures.”” They built 
him up several inches with thick soles 
and high heels. That, he admits, was 
flim-flamming the public, but people 
expected Barnum & Bailey to do that 
sort of thing and liked it. Later, when 
he traveled as a giant with other shows, 
the same deception was practiced, and 
the Major, similarly, was put on thin 
soles and ‘‘hammered down” a bit to 
meet the poster claim of 36 inches. 

This quaint friendship of giant and 
midget is. of 40 years’ standing. It 
dates from about 1891, when they be- 
came fellow performers in the old 
Sells Brothers circus. Shields and his 
giantess wife—she was two inches tall- 
er than he—and Ray and his midget 
wife made up an exhibit which the 
show advertised as ‘“‘The Two Ex- 
tremes of the Human Family——the 
Largest and the Smallest Couple in 
the World.’ For four years they trav- 
eled with Sells Brothers and then four 
more years with ‘‘Buffalo Bill’’ Cody's 
Wild West Show. They quit the busi- 
ness when the team was broken up by 
the death of Mrs. Shields. By that 
time they had all spent about 20 years 
under the ‘“‘big top’’ and were ready to 
quit anyway. 

Both the Captain and the Major had 
been show:nen for several years be- 
fore they joined up with the Sells 
Brothers outfit and became profes- 
sional associates. The Major got his 
start in 1881 on a showboat, the Will 


H. Stowe Company, which played at 
all the Mississippi River towns. The 
Captain made his bow in 1883 under 
the colors of Barnum & Bailey, as 
might have been expected, his family 
being what it was and the celebrated 
R. T. Barnum being what he was. The 
Shields family was a remarkable one 
that could not have hoped to escape 
P. T. Barnum’s notice. There were 
nine boys in the family and the small- 
est of the group was six feet four 
inches tall and weighed 200 pounds. 
The others ranged from six feet six to 
altitudes well over seven feet. 


HESE young giants and their fa- 
ther, himself seven feet, were 
punching cattle on the Texas 
prairies and making life miserable for 
cow ponies when Barnum staged a 
roundup and corralled the fuur tallest 
brothers for his show. They went on 
ihe road as ‘“‘The Texas Glants—the 
Four Tallest Brothers in Captivity,” 
and here is the roster, in “circus fig- 
ures,’’ of that elongated crew: 

Frank, 7 feet 11 inches: Jack, 7 feet 
11; Gus, 7 feet 10, and Shade, 7 
feet 7. 

For four successive seasons the 
Shields brothers had a sort of standing 
job, the Captain says. All they had to 
do was stand on a platform and look 
as tall as possible. But such an oc- 
cupation became tedious at length and 
the long Texans got homesick for cow 
ponies and open prairies. In 1888, 
Gus, Jack and Frank went back to 
Texas and Shade, now married, went 
over to the John Robinson circus as 
the star member of a new team called 


extent of pooling their 
resources and living out of a common 
fund now and then, and when Mrs. 
Shields died after an operation in 
Cleveland in the late ‘nineties, sorrow 
fell almost as heavily upon the Rays 
as upon the Captain. 
From this time on, the surviving 
members of the team found circus life 
less and less attractive. It was lonely. 


There was small opportunity to make 


friends except in the traveling group 
of which they were a part. Circus life 
afforded no home except a tent and a 
compartment in a railroad car, and 
they were all approaching middle age 
and beginning to feel ‘the need for a 
permanent place of residence, The be- 
reaved Captain, moreover, was left 
with two small sons to care for. It was 
difficult to bring them up and educate 
them while spending more than half 
of each year on the road. So after a 
year or two, during which the Rays 
continued with Buffalo Bill and Cap- 
tain Shields tried to make a go of a 
two-car gyninasium show of his own, 
all hands resolved to quit. 

Now arose other questions—-ques- 
tions that confront most circus per- 
formers sooner or later and are not al- 
ways easy to answer. Where to go? 
Where to settle down? How to make 
a living? 

Dunklin County has been the Major's 
home since childhood, his family hav- 
ing moved here from Tennessee when 
he was 10 years old. It was natural 
enough, therefore, that he should elect 
to return here at the close of his cir- 
cus career to spend his later years 
among friends of his boyhood. With 
Captain Shields, however, the reason 


Captain decided that farming and not 
the grocery business was his field, 
so he sold his interest to his partner 
and bought 160 acres of cotton land. 
He still has this farm and declares 
he'd be out there plowing now if he 
could get around as fast as he used to. 


E QUIT farming for himself 
Se 10 years ago, however, 
when advancing age and rheu- 
matism slowed him down. He now 
rents his land out to ‘share 
croppers.’’ He lives in a modest cot- 
tage in Hornersville with his sec- 
ond wife, whom he married many 
years ago. The Captain has one 
son living—Paul, who resides in Flint, 
Michigan. The other son, Shade Jr., 
died in 1927. All the Captain's gi- 
gantic brothers are dead now, too. He 
is the only giant left of the family of 
giants, His surviving son is a man of 
normal stature, as was Shade Jr. 
Like the Captain, the Major quit the 
grocery business and went to farming 


eventually. First, though, he worked 
for several years as an_ Iimper- 
sonator of ‘‘Buster Brown,” advertis- 


ing a brand of shoes manufactured by 
the Brown Shoe Company of St. Louis 
Dressed as the small boy of the Sunday 
newspaper comic section, the Major, 
with his dog ‘‘Tige’’ was seen by thou- 
sands of persons who visited his booth 
at the St. Louis World's Fair in 1904. 
Captain Shields managed his 400-acre 
farm for him while he was away.
